Trustees to be Elected 
to Hospital Board 


Representatives to be Elected From 
Hussar, Lathom and Majorville; 
Election Will Be Held In July. 


The ratepayers of Bassano Muni- 
cipal Hospital District will be re- 
quired to elect their representatives 
‘on the hospital board during the 
second week in July. 

There are five members on the 
the board; one for the Town of 
Bassano, one for the Hussar district 
one for the Gem district, one for 
the Rosemary-Lathom district and 
one for the Majorville district. 

Three members are to elected 
this year; for Hussar, Lathom and 
Majorville, and elections will be 
held at the Makepeace School on 
Monday, July 6th, at Majorville 
School on Wednesday, July 8th, 
and at Lathom School on Friday, 
July 10th. 

The department! regulations re- 
quire that only one meeting be 
held for the election of each mem- 
ber, at which the nomination is 
made, the candidates are given the 
opportunity to speak and the voting 
is done by ballot. It requires nom- 
inations to be made by at least 
three ratepayers resident in the 
ward for which the members is to 
be elected and the candidate must 
also be a resident ratepayer of that 
ward. The elected member holds 
Office until the next election which 
is usually two years later. 

The hospital secretary is required 
to be present at each meeting and 
give any information regarding the 
operation of the hospital that is 
requested. 

In the past it was the practice of

He's Highly Skilled 

On the technical and physical 
side, if he really knows his job the 
soldier has to be about as highly 
skilled as any members of fighting 
fotces and for all-round qualifica- 
tions he doesn’t take his hat off to 
anyone. 

Under army administration right 
now there are 36 basic training 
centres and 25 advanced training 
centres, including those for armor- 
ed corps,, artillery, engineering, sig- 
nalling, infantry, Army Service 
Corps, ordinance, medical, machine 
gun and ‘small arms. 

Then there are three special trade 
schools, one of' them teaching about 
40 trades; a mechanic's trade school 
and a driving and maintenance 
school. There is a Junior Leaders 
‘School and a School of Army Ad- 
ministration and the Canadian Bat- 
tle Drill Training Centre, and that

INow the women come on duty. 
Throughout Canada the task of re- 
cording sugar ration cards will be 
done in 106 centres, each centre un- 
der a supervisor representing the 
women’s Advisory Committee of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board. Four of these centres are in 
Alberta. Recording for the entire 
province will take place in Edmon- 
ton, Calgary, Lethbridge and Medi- 
cine Hat. This work will be done 
on June 26, 27, 29 and 30. 

Mrs. Frank J. Conroy of Edmon- 
ton, as provincial regional chair- 
man of the Women’s Advisory Com 
mittee, is working with regional 
supervisors, Mrs. R.L. Nicholson of 
Calgary, Mrs. A.S. Fumerton of 
Lethbridge and Miss M. Fowler of 
Medicine Hat.

VOUCHERS FOR PRESERVING 

Rationing of sugar will stand at 
one-half pound per person per 
meek, and the housewife allowed 
no more than two weeks supply of 
sugar at any one time. For preserv- 
ing the allowance is one-half pound 
per pound weight of fruit, and 
three-quarter’s pound per pound of 
fruit when jams and jellies are on 
‘the program. So when sugar is 
“bought for canning or preserving 
the housewife will be enabled to 
sign a special voucher, in the pre- 
sence of the retailer. These vouch- 
ers are necessary to enable the re- 
(tailer to replenish his stock. 


RENTAL RULING 

Landlords are obliged to post the 
maximum rental in each accomoda- 
tion rented according to the ruling 
of the Rental Administration of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
The ruling applies to every opera- 
tor supplying lodging with, or with 
out, meal service, to three or more 
persons other than the members of 
his own family, and to any landlord 
renting accomodation for one week

“Keep Them Small But Keep Them 
Coming” Soldiers Urge 

Men and women in the Cana- 
dian Services overseas welcome 
their rations aren't adequate; but 
parcels from home not because

value. 


“Keep them small but keep them 
coming” is the theme of many let- 
ters arriving from the United King- 
dom. 

What to send? Home-made 
sweets are fine, but you'll have to 
take necessary sugar from your ra- 
tion. (Canadian troops overseas are 
allowed a sugar ration of 14 oz. a 
week), Hard cookies, short breads 


__3nd_cakes are favorites, 


If you send home-made candy, 
our it directly into a cardboard 
or tin container lined with waxed 
paper. Don’t cut in pieces, {t travels 
better whole. 

Send notepaper, pencils, packs of 
cards, tooth paste, razor blades, cig- 
arettes, tobacco, handkerchiefs, 
socks, chocolate bars, toffee, fudge, 
butterscotch, lifesavers and chew- 
ing gum. The last two items make 
good chink fillers between pack- 
ages as do handkerchief tissues. 

Wrap foods carefully. In packing 
cookies, line the box with wax pa- 
jper and put a thin cardboard be- 
tween each layer. Place less per- 
ishable kinds at the bottom. 

Use sturdy lightweight container 
and stout wrapping paper and wrap 
or tie all parcels securely. Remem- 
ber the 11 pound maximum. A lot 
af goodness and variety oan be 
packed into a six pound parcel.
